Aug. 6 
(4h—W illiam “ Red" H ill pressed 
his luck too far and lost his life 
trying to go over Niagara Falls in 
a homemade rubber “ barrel.” 
But already his younger brother. 
Lloyd, is preparing to try the same 
dare-devil feat -in a steel barrel. 
Lloyd said last night he’d proba­ 
bly make his attempt next Sunday. 
The 
38-year-old 
“ Red” 
had 
teased 
fate 
for 
years 
on 
t h e 
treacherous rapids of the Niagara 
River 
His ambition was to become the 


j fourth person to go over the falls 
and live. 
But 
yesterday, 
with 
200,000 
spectators lining the river banks, 
his rubber barrel failed him 
and 
he was swept to death 
over the 
165-foot Canadian horseshoe falls. 
He was the third person to die 
in the attempt. 
Searchers found H ill’s body this 
morning in the lower river basin. 
at the Maid of the Mist Company’s 
Canadian 
dock 
Hope had been 
abandoned yesterday, when H ill’s 
shoes were found in the innertube 


barrel. 
H ill’s barrel was made out of 14 
old innertubes, inflated and bound 
together with cotton canvas and 
heavy fish netting. It was shaped 
like a 
jelly roll, 
closed at 
both 
ends, with an air mattress inside 
to help 
him breathe. 
The barrel 
weighed IOO pounds. Hill weighed 
150. 


H ill calmly told

So what we have 
is the same 
lent control law with 
changes.

< A ) The government now can 
put controls^on any community, 
whether or not it s ever

under controls, but 
only if that 
place is considered a critical part 
of the defense program. 


(B .) Landlords in 
places still I

rents to 20 percent

they were on June 30, 1947. For 
many this w ill mean no more than 
a 
five percent

many already have been permit­ 
ted a 15 percent

June 30. 1947. 


(Note: This, of course, applies 
only to places still under federal 
control. Landlords in uncontrolled 
places can do as they please.) 


There are no federal controls in 
New- York, the only state with its 
own statewide rent control law. 
Thirty-eight 
other states 
have 
federal ceilings in one or more 
communities. 


The following part of

law remains unchanged:

•Marshall, and Charles E. Wilson,
